some hope of saving a civilization which 
assuredly has been in a process of decay for 
more than a generation. 


REVOLUTION 
'OR CANADA this has been a year of revo- 
lution.

DALLAS (AP)—Conditions on 
the earth notwithstanding, the 
workl’s largest telescope shows 
the universe probably is not ex- | 
ploding but is a quiet, peaceful 
place and possibly. just about in- 
finite in size. 

The observations made with the 
100-inch telescope at Mt. Wilson, | 
Cal., are reported by Dr. , Edwin 
P. Hubbie, the astronomer whe | 
for years has done the. most 
study of the far-out parts of the 
universe 

This telescope 
about 1,000 light years 
light year being the distance light 
travels in one year, The earth Is 
at the centre of this space, with 
the Milky Way immediately 
around the earth
